LOUIS TAKES FIRST 
ASCOT VICTORY AS 
HALF-MILE EXPERT 

Guy Louis, second-year expert who 


still holds two amateur track records, 
won the first main event of his ex- 


pert career Friday night at Ascot 


Park. 

Louis blew. by Sammy Tanner com- 
ing out of the south turn on lap eight, 
then held off Dan Haaby for the vic- 
tory. Haaby slid inside Tanner going 
into the north turn on lap eight, drop- 
ping the season point leader to third 
place. Mert Lawwill finished fourth 
and Dick Hammer fifth. ; 

Louis has finished second on his 
Shell Thuett-tuned Enfield more than 
a half-dozen times this year. Several 
times, he has led early in the race 
before dropping to the runnerup spot. 
In recent weeks, he has started poorly 
then made a late charge for the lead 
only to run out of time. Friday night 
he finally put together a good first 
half and a good second half to win 
the gold. 

He stayed close to Tanner for 
seven laps, took advantage of his 
opening and won by six lengths. Tan- 
ner, who had an ll-race win streak 
snapped by Blackie Bruce Oct. 8, has 
now finished third twice in a row and 
hasn't won a main since Oct. 1. 

He still leads the point standings 
though, by more than 500 points over 
Haaby. Tanner won his heat and 
beat Hammer, Haaby and Eddie Ham- 
mond in the trophy dash Friday night 
to up his 1965 win total to 41 — the 
same number he won last year. He 
has three weeks to improve that 
record. 

Hammond won his sixth main 
event and 26th race of the year, tak- 
ing the yellow plate main over fast- 
closing Jim Nicholson and Gene Rom- 
ero. The time of 3:59.27 was the fast- 
est of the year. Hammond's 1:58.73 
heat was also the year's fastest. 

Nicholson rode the last five laps of

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Parking Is The Problem

Many people think a college stu- 
dent’s most arduous tasks are pass- 
ing English and staying sober at fra- 
ternity parties. Not so. Everyone 
passes English and no one stays sober. 
A student's biggest problem is find- 
ing a parking spot on campus in time 
for the 8 a.m. class. 

On the massive campus of the 
University of California at Los An- 
geles (UCLA), parking is so scarce 
a student last year filed suit against 
the school and the city for prohibit- 
ing parking on nearby residential

letting a rider go around him in the 
turn of any oval track in the country.

dents have started riding motorcycles 
to school Some pack small mopeds 
and Honda 50's in the trunk of their 
cars, drive to within five miles of 
campus, park on a side street, unload 
and two-wheel it the rest of the way. 
Others make the entire trip by 
motorcycle. 

There are special motorcycle park- 
ing areas all over the central cam- 
pus — right next to classroom build- 
ings. Students are expected to shut 
down when they come close enough 
to disturb classes in session — and 
they generally do just that. They 
vark, pick up a few books at a near- 
by locker and walk to class. 

The advent of the motorcycle on 
the college campus has not been 
greeted with scorn, but with envy. 
No Ford-driving — or even Corvette- 
driving — student turns up his nose 
at the motorcyclist. Particularly 
since a good many of the motorcycl- 
ists are girls — attractive girls. 

Admittedly, some students from 
high-income families have had to ad- 
just to the sight of a half-dozen stu- 
dents of both sexes ambling into 
class with books in one hand and 
helmets in the other. And it is a 
bit disconcerting for some to sit 
next to a girl who slips black riding 
gloves, not white dress gloves, out of 
her purse when the bell rings. 

But since most of the students who 
ride motorcyclists are non-conform- 
ists concerned more with practicality 
than appearance, the non-cyclists 
can't afford to criticize. It is the non- 
conformist who is generally the in- 
tellectual. And whoever heard of 
calling a guy a “hood” or a “jerk” 
when he has just outscored you by 
20 points on a tough exam? 

The riders do have a complaint or 
two themselves, though. They wish 
bicycle riders would stop parking in 
their places, and they wish the 
school would redesign the book lock- 
ers. Most lockers are too narrow for 
helmets with bubble shields attached.

NEW 250 SPEED RECORD 


George Roeder, six-time national 
champion from Monroeville, Ohio, 
added new laurels to his 12-year care- 
er last week, breaking the AMA class 
C record twice on the salt flats at 
Bonneville, Utah. 

The 250cc record was set last year 
by Roger Reiman on a Harley-David- 
son Sprint at 156 mph. Roeder came 
back this year for the Milwaukee fac- 
tory to run a two-way average of 170 
mph, then top this with a new, all- 
time record run of 176.817 mph for a 
two-way average that tops both the 
class C (gas) and the class A (fuel) 
records. 

The 250cc Sprint model that was 
used for the record 176 mph run was 
developed from a standard produc- 
tion engine enclosed in a full shell 
streamliner. The engine used stand- 
ard pump gasoline.

A Clear, Warm Morning 
(Continued from front page) 
equipped with a giant-size Harley- 
Davidson courtesy of Dean Hummer's 
San Fernando Harley-Davidson store 
and a 450cc Honda lent generously by 
Norm Best from his Whittier store. 
At precisely 6:31, a celebrity so 
minor we didn't catch the name start- 
ed riders in groups with the tradi- 
tional count down. His duties were 
soon awarded to Cal Brown, one of 
the better known enduro champions, 
who helped organize this year's John- 
son Run. There were points to be re- 
tained by arriving at scattered check- 
points on time. If a rider arrived 
early or late he lost at the rate of a 
point a minute. 
How to Ride a Rally 
This meant one had to maintain a 
predetermined average speed, which 
is not as easy as it seems. If you 
started the run and rode steadily with

the speedo needle on whatever mph 
average is called for, you would ar- 
rive on time with no points lost, pro- 
vided your speedo agreed with that 
of the folks who laid out the run. 
But one must stop occasionally or 
speed up for traffic, and this wrecks 
that plan. 

As Cal explained, the best plan is 
to break the average down into min- 
utes-per-mile and write this down on 
a little grid taped to the top of your 
tank. So with an announced average 
of, say, 30 mph your grid would look 


like this: 
MILES MINUTES

etc. 

Then, using a large pocket watch 
hung on a strap around your neck, 
you can determine how many miles 
from the last check you should have 
traveled by any given minute. Cal 
resets his large watch to 12 at each 
check. 

And here is a secret Cal didn't 
make us promise not to tell: To elim- 
ate the difference between his speedo 
and the organizer’s, Cal determines 
the “speedo error,” or difference, and 
resets his odometer over or under 
00000 to compensate. Keeping close 
track of time and distance covered, 
the rider then only has to speed up 
or slow down to arrive at the check 
at his proper minute. “The object,” 
Cal says, “is to arrive in sight of the

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checks 30 seconds early. You can al- 
ways slow race that last 30 seconds 
until you put your foot down." 

The Santa Ana winds of last Sun- 
day greeted us even before we 
reached Santa Ana, which happened 
to be near the route. Freeways were 
shunned for the most part and some 
of us discovered areas of surpassing 
fun like Whittier’s Turnbull Canyon 
road and swoopy Hwy.

MEET GARY CONRAD 


By DAVID SHAW 

If Gary Conrad had his choice, he 
would have been 300 miles from the 
Mojave Desert last Sunday, hunting 
fowl in Northern California. But he 
had no choice. He’s been after the No. 
1 lightweight desert plate all year, 
and not even the opening of the hunt- 
ing season Saturday could have pre- 
vented him from riding the state 
championship hare scrambles the 
next day. So he rode — and finished 
ahead of every other lightweight in 
the field to add the state hare scram- 
bles championship to the state hare 
and hound and national hare scram- 
bles championships he had won ear- 
lier this summer. 

Gary and his father, Rudy, have 
been hunting partners since Gary 
was old enough to carry a gun. Every 
year, they go north to Merced and 
Wasco to shoot ducks, geese and 
quail. But they are partners in more

than big-game hunting. They also 
hunt trophies — championship mot- 
orcycle trophies. 

Gary, the rider, and Rudy, the tun- 
er, have worked hard this year to 
win the No. 1 plate in lightweight 
desert competition. With a 450-point 
lead over the field, one would think 
Gary could have skipped last Sun- 
days race. But he took no chances. 

"I want.that No. 1 badly," Gary 
told CYCLE NEWS. “To earn it, you 
have to ride every race whether you 
like the course or not and whether 
you would rather do something else 
or not. If I finish No. 1, I'll probably 
slack off a little next year, and just 
ride the events I like. I'll get to do a 
little more hunting, too, I imagine." 

Gary says riding every Sunday has 
made motorcycle racing "almost like 
a business this year. I want to get 
back to riding just a couple of times 
a month so riding will be fun, like 
it was when I first started." 

Now a 22-year-old plumber's ap- 
prentice, Gary began riding in 1956 
while a 13-year-old Palmdale jun- 
ior high school student. He had a 
165cc Harley-Davidson street mach- 
ine which he stripped and geared 
down for practice weekend riding in 
the desert. 

The next year, he got a Dot and en- 
tered his first race. He fell four times 
and fouled 15 plugs. By the time he 
finished the first loop, every other 
rider had finished the whole race. 

Two months later, Gary rode again 
and was the first lightweight to cross 
the finish line. He’s been in front 
ever since. He was the first light- 
weight to finish in 31 of his 74 desert 
races. He’s won 17 scrambles races in 
63 tries. And in the two types of rac- 
ing combined, he’s finished among 
the top three 107 times in 137 races. 

Gary rode most of his scrambles 
in 1962, and has ridden very few 
since because he doesn’t find them 
cnallenging. 


“Winning a T.T. scrambles depends 
more on the machine than the rider,” 
he says. “Take Prado, for instance. 
If you have the horsepower, you win. 
If you don’t have it, you don’t win. 
I like something that tests the rider 
a little more. That’s why I stick to 
the desert.” 

Even on the desert, Gary admits, 
there are courses that don’t challenge 
the rider. These are the type courses 
he will skip next year. 

“When I get out there, I want it 
rough — rocks, hills, sandwashes — 
anything that makes me try harder. 
I don’t like to ride a fast, flat course 
that anyone can handle,” he says. 

Gary, a native of Los Angeles who 
now lives in Palmdale, is a stocky, 
5-foot 10-inch 170 pounder whose 
physical ability is matched by his 
drive and determination in the desert. 
That combination has enabled him to 
carry the No. 5X plate twice, the No. 
3X plate once and the No. 7X plate 
once in the last four years. And that 
same combination will probably earn 
him the No. 1x plate this year. . 

If he does finish No. 1, the first 
people to congratulate him will be 
his two biggest supporters—his fath- 
er, Rudy, and his sponsor, Nick Nich- 
olson. Both men have been with Gary 
all the way, helping and encouraging 
him throughout his career. Rudy even 
keeps a log on every race Gary rides. 

According to that log, Gary has 
ridden 7,600 miles in competitive rac- 
ing. To ride that far, a motorcyclist 
starting in Los Angeles would have 
to ride clear to New York, then on 
through Portugal, Spain, Italy, Hun- 
gary and Greece into Istanbul, Tur- 
key. To do that, of course, he would 
have to ride across the Atlantic 
Ocean and the Mediterranean Sea. 
But then there are those who say 
Gary Conrad just might be able to 
ride on water. He’s ridden on every- 
thing else. 





THE FINISH LINE... 


Not too many experts have the pati- 
ence to wait two years to win their 
first main event. Guy Louis did and 
it paid off last week on the Ascot oval. 
His win was one of the most decisive 
this year and one of the fastest 15-lap 
trips recorded. 

Guy was a hotshot amateur a couple 
of years ago. He set some records that 
still stand. It is hard to be a big win- 
ner one year and just one of the boys 
the next two. 

Now that he has won one and 
knows the combination don’t be sur- 
prised to see him win at least one of 
the remaining three events. 

Louis has been backed by Bill Heins 
and Shell Motors since he started rac- 
ing in 1962. Heins is an ex-rider who 
is a full-time police sergeant when 
not playing with Enfield racing en- 
gines. Branch is Back 

Jerry Branch is back in the racing 
business with his trim orange and 
white H-D. Jim Nicholson is the cur- 
rent pilot who is giving the fans a 
treat to some fine sliding and pure 
horsepower runs down the shiites. 

Nine experts have now won at least 
one main event this season. This tops 
any previous records at Ascot for the 
amount of riders to sit in the select 
circle with a white number plate.

Only ten riders make the final each 
week so the field is only one shy of 
being a complete winning lineup from 
end to end. All winners this year are 
California riders. All but one will be 
entered for the state championship 
race on the final night, Nov. 12. 

Biggest bench racing argument 
going these days is who is. the best 
amateur—Eddie Hammond, Nichol- 
son, Gene Romero or Chuck Jones. 
It gets real heated in some quarters. 

All Four Tough 

Of the four, Romero appears to be 
the best all-around in half-mile and 
TT events. Nicholson is a shade be- 
hind with Jones third. Hammond 
looks better and better on the oval 
but still needs more time in TT 
events. 

Quite a few brand changes are in 
the wind for next season by top rid- 
ers. There are also many rumored 
changes in racing machines for '66. 
Look for BSA to jump back in with 
both feet. 

Road race followers of the AMA 
type may have some good news in a 
few weeks. The same can be said for 
riders that have been waiting for 
some indoor short track racing in 
the L.A. area over the winter months.
